Having declared that it will not pay in 
gold, Britain is now doing business on the 
general credit of the nation. Foreigners 
accept the pound as a promissory note 
that Britain will pay. Pay in what? Cer- 
tainly not in gold. But Britain- any 
other country—has nothing but goods and 
services to offer in lieu of gold. 

In abandoning the promise to pay in 
gold for its purchases, Britain is in effect 
saying to the world that it will give them 
goods in exchange for their products, And 
seemingly it is getting along very well on 
that basis. The re-starting of British fac- 
tories that have been down for 
years bespeaks a new demand for British 
goods at home and abroad. Which in turn 
can only mean that foreigners are being 
crowded out of the British market, and 
are also willing to accept British goods in 
payment for products that country has to 
import, 

Whatever comes of it, Britain has 
knocked the gold fetish off its pedestal. It 
has challenged the validity of the theory 
that a nation can only live on gold, and 
can only thrive as it gets more of that use- 
less metal than its neighbors possess. And 
it has brought the nations back, with 
something of a shock, to the fact that 
trade means trading.

Potentially valuable, the gas 
S presently valueless, because there is not 
a market for it. The investors are thus in 
the position that if they are not allowed to 
get what gasoline they can out of the gas 
they cannot get a return on their invest- 
ment. But if they are allowed to go on 
wasting the gas for the small amount of 
gasoline that is recoverable from it, a pub- 
lic resource will be dissipated and the field 
will after a while cease to produce either 
gasoline or gas, 

At best the readjustment of these con- 
flicting interests is a salvage job. That 
Should be recognized, alike by the public 
and by those who have put money into 
the field, and concessions made according- 
ly. It seems a fair proposition that if the 
gas can be sold, by piping it to the cities 
in Saskatchewan or at the Coast or in the 
northern States, that should be permitted. 
This of course would mean the depletion of 
the supply. But there are other gas fields 
in Alberta, and coal deposits beyond com- 
putation, A shortage of fuel is one thing 
this province does not have to fear 

Meantime the challenge to the world 
of scientists still stands; to find a way to 
turn this waste gas into something that 
can be sold, or to find out a way to recover 
the gasoline content without wasting the

Growth in the same ratio during the 
coming decade would put Edmonton well 
over the 100,000 mark.

No such gain cen 
come about safely unless it is based upon 
a great development of the north country 
a great expansion of industrial inter- 
itself, or upon both. 

It is to these ends, rather than to any 
artificial attempt to attract people, that 
effort should be directed. Opportunity is 
the magnet that draws people, the only one 
that can be employed honestly, and in the 
long run successfully. As the chances to 
carry on business here are broadened and 
bettered, and as labor-employing institu- 
tions are brought into existence to supply 
the needs of the tributary district, pop- 
ulation will grow automatically. 

Whether it grows faster or slower than 
it has been growing is not the most im- 
portant consideration, The vital thing is 
that residents of the city find themselves 
in circumstances to make a comfortable 
livelihood, If that condition can be es- 
tablished and maintained, bally-hoo meth- 
ods will not be required to get others to 
come here to live, in quite as large num- 
bers as the situation may warrant.
